The story properly begins at midnight

and addressed him. They stifled debate 
on measured of the greatest importance to 
the people, aa for instance, the Senate free 
oinage bill, and were used to pass bills 
which the Speaker favored, when less than 
0 Constitutional quorum, th&t is less than 
a majority of the members of the House, 
voted. They placed it in the power of one 
man to control legislation in the House, 
and prevent the passage of bills and resolu- 
tions that did not suit him, They were 
the longest strides ever made in the United 
States toward a dictatorship, and the 
assumption of the Speaker that they were 
iu the direction of a responsible goveri - 
ttent, only proves that the man who made 
the assertion has very exalted ideas of his 
capabilities, as he was the governing and 
controlling power in the House of Repre- 
sentatives.

HINT 
TO THE 
LEGISLATURE. 


A communication from an old-time Re- 


publican, who is disgusted with his party 
and personally declares that the Legisla- 
ture has severed the last link which con- 
nected him with it, ia printed in the Jotra- 
HA&, It directs attention to the fact that 
for the first time in a score of years two- 
thirds of a legislative session has: passed 
without the question ot reducing and regu- 
lating fares and freights on railroads within 
the State having been mooted. It is true 
that the Legislature never accomplished 
anything in th&t direction, and the general 
ba'ief is, never intended to do so, bat it 
stirred up railroad 'men and mane the lobby 
lively and interesting to have a bill to re- 
du.se (ares anu freights introduced. 


A eonveullor. Of State Railroad Commis- 


sioners, whic.h met in Washington this 
week, adopted resolutions declaring it com- 
petent for Congress and the various State 
Legislatures to regulate within their res- 
pective spheres tho rates for freight and 
passenger traffic and travel, subject only 
to legal and constitutional limitations, and 
that uniformity is desirable in Congres- 
sional and State legislation on the subject 
of rates. 


This ought to encourage the Legislature 


to resurrect and reiniroduce one or more of 
the old bills to regulate fares and freights 
pigeon-holed by committees at former ses- 
sions, not that the people expect the pas- 
sage of any such bill, but to direct attea 
lion from the failure to call a Constitu- 
tional Convention, and the disposition to 
create a State Board of Assessors to reside 
at the Capital and assess all railroads in 
the State and increase or reduce the as 
sesaed valuation of the property of private 
individuals.

An exchange siyr''a resolution was of 


fered in the Nevada Legislature last Tuoa 
day doing away with the ironclad duel oath 
heretofore taken by all officers ia Nevada. 
If thin id repealed, a duelist will be eligible 
to hold office." 


Article XV, Section 2, ot the Constitu- 


tion provides that members of the Legisla- 
ture and all officers, executive, judicial and 
ministerial, shall, before they enter upon 
the duties of their respective offices, take 
and subscribe to an oatt or affirmation 
that they have nr>t fought a duel, nor sent 
or accepted a chillenge to Bght n dsel, nor 
been a second to cither party, nor in any 
manner aided or assisted in such duel, nor 
been knowingly the bearer of such chal- 
lenge or acceptance, niuca tbe adoption of 
the Constitution of the State of Nevnrtii, 
and that they will not ba so engaged or 
concerned directly or indirectly, iu or 
about any such duel during their continu- 
ance in office, 


Though the majority of the Legislature by 


refusing to canvass the vote fora Consti- 
tutional Convention, thereby disregarding 
tbe Constitution and the will of the ma- 
jority of the people, it is hardly probable 
that they will attempt to set aside a 
plain proviaon of the Constitution by a res- 
olution without submitting it to a vote of 
the people. We believe there has not been 
a duel fought in Nevada since the "un- 
pleasantness" between Joe Goodomu and 
Tom Fitoh cm the Oocuetook in early days, 
but whether there has or not tbe power to 
change the official oath prescribed by the 
Constitution for officials is vested in the 
people.

The rainfall it 
Sao Fiauoiseo baa been exceeded iu six 
other years drriog the past forty years, 
the largest amount, 12.52 inches, occurred 
in February, 1878, and the next largest 
amount, 9.24 inches, in 1887. The largest 
monthly rainfall was 11 50 inches at Bose- 
burg. The greatest in twenty-four boa is 
was 3.80 inches at Bsi Bind on the Htb. 
Bain fell on 23 days in Washington, on 26 
days in Oregon, on 25 days in California, 
on 22 days in Nevada and on 10 days in 
Arizona.

posed that a reduction in freight and fares 
had been made on transcontinental and lo- 
cal roads and that general satisfaction pre- 
vailed. Probably the Interstate Commerce 
law has been the means of correcting all 
evils heretofore complained of, or that the 
public generally has arrived bt the conclu- 
sion that it is better to bear present ills 
than rush to those we know not of. 
Let 


the cause be what it may, our present law- 
makers seem to think all is right, for to 
them the roads are open and the Palace 
Hotel in San Francisco is reached as 
cheaply as heretofore. 


The presence of Mr. Gaige is much 


missed and not all his henchmen can do 
makes up for the loss, for be was tho 
guiding star in all controversies and his 
silver tongue all that was necessary to en- 
able the lawmakers to steer clear of the 
shoals of anti-monopoly, on whioh so many 
elected to represent the people of Nevada 
have struck and been financially wrecked. 


So far the Legislature has perfected but 


little good or barm for the State, and judg- 
ing from what it has accomplished it may 
be Ruch that the monopoly question is kept 


abeyence for another two years. 
Fighting corporations is like battling 


with nrs which is fed by kerosene oit, for 
past history proves how little good has ac- 
crued from fighting either. 


Coin talks! Coin controls tho whole af- 


fairs of the world, and as well might poor, 
impecunious rnetrof brains attempt to ef- 
fect a change of the earth's orbit ia the 
solar system as to reduce the power of the 


'almighty dollar," for in eveiything it is 


king and so will continue until the talked 
of milleuium shall occur. "The lion and 
the lamb lie down to-gether and man eats 
straw like an ox," How is that for a quo- 
tation? 


The above remarks are not intended to 


convey the idea that legislation in the mat- 
ters referred to is absolutely necessary, and 
indeed if it were so, altogether too short a 
space of time remains to accomplish much, 
'or it would seem that the projected re- 
trenchment and reform movements which 
aave occupied this Legislature so many 
weeks will he likely to occupy the remain- 


ing few day a of tho term, and the chances 
are that but little good will be the rfsul». 
But it can do no harm to spend a little 
time in the consideration of railroad affairs, 
If only for the purpose of relegating to 
future Legislators the bright ideas con- 
ceived by the present.
